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THE  RECOGNITION 


When  the  Ministers  and  people  have  assembled  in  The  Chapel,  the  principal  doors  having 
been  closed,  the  Presiding  Bishop  is  escorted  to  a  chair  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  chancel, 
facing  the  people. 

A  welcoming  Procession  is  formed,  and  moves  through  the  congregation  to  the  principal 
door. 

The  new  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  attended  by  two  deacons,  standing  outside  the  door, 
knocks  upon  it  three  times. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  opens  the  door.  As  the  door  is  opened,  the  Bishop 's 
voice  is  heard  saying 

Open  for  me  the  gates  of  righteousness;  I  will  enter  them  and  give  thanks 
to  the  Lord.

the  Name  of  the  Lord. 

An  anthem  is  sung,  during  which  the  Bishop  is  escorted  by  the  welcoming  procession  to 
a  place  before  the  Presiding  Bishop.

Before  I  can  accede  to  your  petition,  we  must  be  assured  by  the  appointed 
representative  of  the  Diocese  that  you  will  be  received  as  their  duly  elected 
Bishop.

We  are  ready  and  willing  to  do  so.  As  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, I  certify  that  Robert  Whitridge  Estill  was  duly  elected  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  by  the  clergy  and  people  in  Diocesan 
Convention  assembled  on  the  Second  Day  of  November  1979,  and  was  con- 
secrated Bishop  at  Duke  University  Chapel  on  March  15,  1980.  I  do  fur- 
ther certify  that  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  Augustus  Fraser,  Jr.,  eighth 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  having  received  a  majority  of  consents  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  Church  having  jurisdiction,  retired  on  January  1,  1983,  and 
that  by  virtue  of  the  right  of  succession,  the  Right  Reverend  Robert  Whitridge 
Estill  is  now  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  We  therefore 
present  him  to  you  to  be  invested  for  the  exercise  of  the  office  to  which 
he  has  succeeded.

Another,  by  the  same  Spirit,  is  granted  faith;  another,  by 
the  one  Spirit,  gifts  of  healing,  and  another  miraculous  powers;  another  has  the 
gift  of  prophecy,  and  another  ability  to  distinguish  true  spirits  from  false;  yet  another 
has  the  gift  of  ecstatic  utterance  of  different  kinds,  and  another  the  ability  to  inter- 
pret it.  But  all  these  gifts  are  the  work  of  one  and  the  same  Spirit,  distributing 
them  separately  to  each  individual  at  will. 

For  Christ  is  like  a  single  body  with  its  many  limbs  and  organs,  which,  many 
as  they  are,  together  make  up  one  body.  For  indeed  we  were  all  brought  into  one 
body  by  baptism,  in  the  one  Spirit,  whether  we  are  Jews  or  Greeks,  whether  slaves 
or  free  men,  and  that  one  Holy  Spirit  was  poured  out  for  all  of  us  to  drink.
